Georges Enesco, Roumanian violinist and 
composer, will appear at George Washington 


hall on Tuesday evening, February 7. Mr. | 
Enesco’s second orchestral suite, lost for 
eight years, recently was found, Thereby | 


hangs an engaging tale. 
During the World War, a box containing | 
Mr. Enesco’s manuscripts was sent with the 
Roumanian crown jewels to Russia for safe 
keeping. In transit the box was lost and only 
recently turned up in Moscow. M, Herbette, 
French ambassador to Moscow, was instru 
mental in restoring the box to its owner. 


The suite has been played only once, by the 
Bucharest Symphony orchestra. It is based 
on the old dance suite in six parts, but is, 
written in distinctly modern style, and takes 
about 23 minutes to play 

Mr. Enesco travels with diplomatic 
credentials from his country, a distinction 
conferred upon him as Roumania’s foremost 
composer and violinist. 

A musician, in order to express music as a 
language, must be a master of various instru 
ments, each endowed with an individual voice 
to utter great thoughts. Enesco is so con 
vinced of this theory that he has made him 
self a great conductor, master of the violin, 
and a composer of wide reputation. 

His music suggests to the listener genius, 
intelligence, culture and a love of study. He 
is intensely patriotic and employs many an 
idiom and cadence peculiar to the folk airs 
of his nation, American audiences, particu 
larly, have grown to appreciate his artistic 
ability through his “ Roumanian Rhapsody,” 
heard frequently on concert programs. A few 
years ago, New York saw a visual interpreta- | 
tion of this work on the stage of the Manhat- 
tan opera house, where Miss Lrene Lewisohn 
was wont to present each spring certain tone 
poems and symphonies in ballet-form, ac 
companied by the Cleveland orchestra con 
ducted by Nikolai Sokoloff. 

The music of Enesco respects but does not 
adhere too closely to the modes of Wagner

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Wrong Traffic Psychology 


The Andover police investigated 152 
automobile accidents last year, accord- 
ing to the report of the Chief of Police 
When it is realized that this town is pro- 
bably no worse in this respect than the 
average community, it seems time that 
the people should stop to consider seri 
ously this appalling number of acci- 
dents. Almost one accident every other 
day is a sad commentary on what is sup- 
posed to be a sane nation, [t means a 
frightful toll of human lives, an over- 
whelming number of lifelong injuries, 
and a terrific loss in property damages. 

What can be done about it? Traffic 
signals have been installed, new and 
safer highways have been constructed, 
andinnumerable warning signs have been 
placed at frequent intervals along the 
roadside, And yet the accident toll con- 
tinues to mount, Everyone knows the 
reason, and everyone very casually 
keeps on forgetting to correct his care- 
lessnes >.

Motorists 
stopped at the Union street lights would 
be tempted to speed down North Main 
street so that they would be able to get 
through the square without 
stopped. In places where the lights are 
timed for a steady stream of traffic, the 
motorists in an effort to beat the change 
in lights invariably forget that there are 
such things as pedestrians. It would be 
even worse where the lights are not 
synchronized. In Shawsheen the present 
plans call for pre-timed lights in the

are semi-actuated. Such a_ situation} 
would mean the creation of & menace 
far worse than that which it is at- 


tempted to correct. 

It would seem much better to con- 
tinue with the officer in the square as al 
present. In a small town such as Ando-

ver that seems the only feasible means 
of police regulation. It would be futile 
to attempt to patrol the whole town, as 
the sponsors of the lights would seem to | 
want ultimately, since if an officer is 
told to patrol the village, the other} 
parts of the town would likewise soon 
call for an officer to patrol in their vi 

cinity. Police work, in Andover and in 
other such communities, can not 
done by the “beat” method used in 
cities where the population is congested | 
in smaller areas. Accordingly, the tele- 
phone is the chief reporter of crime in 
Andover, and there should be an} 
officer in the center all the time to be} 
ready to go anywhere when the tele-| 
phone called him. Obviously, however, a 
traflic officer would be needed only to 
supplement the lights if installed. This | 
seems a useless duplication of expense, 
since the officer is sufficient. Further- 
more, the idea of putting up lights and 
then having an officer lurk nearby to 
catch those who are unable to resist the 
temptation to beat the lights seems un- 
sportsmanlike, to put it mildly. That is 
as bad as offering a man drink, and then 
arresting him because of drunkenness. 
It is far better to have an officer in 
Shawsheen square to regulate traffic, 
which lights would de, and also to help 
traffic, which the lights would not do.

F. Abbot Goodhue 
at Berlin Meeting 


I’, Abbot Goodhue, for a long time a resi 
dent of Andover, is now in Berlin, Germany 
attending a meeting of international banker 
with Albert H. Wiggin, Mr. Goodhue is the 
son of Mrs. F. A. Goodhue of 15 School 
street. He was formerly with the First 
National Bank of Boston and is now con 
nected with the Federal Reserve System in 
New Yor! 

Che January twenty-first issue of the New 
York Times under the headline, ‘“ Wiggin, 
Goodhue and Rovensky Sail Today for 
serlin to Work on New German Compact” 
carried the following story 

“Albert H. Wiggin, 
American committee on German standstill 
credits, and I’, Abbot Goodhue, president of 
the Bank of the Manhattan Company, who 
is chairman of the junior standstill commit 
tee, will leave this city today on the Bremen 
for Berlin, where a meeting of international 
bankers has been called for January 30 to 
draw up an agreement to replace the current 
German standstill agreement. Joseph C 


chairman of the 


Rovensky, vice-president of the Chase 
National Bank, will accompany Messrs 
Wiggin and Goodhue. Allen Wardwell, 


counsel to the American committee, who has 
been in London engaged in preliminary 
negotiations, will join the party at South- 
ampton on next I’riday and proceed to Berlin. 

“The junior committee at work on the 
new agreement has been meeting almest daily 
for weeks at the Federal Reserve Bank, and 
conferred yesterday on legal details reported 
by cable by Mr. Wardwell 

“Indications, according to bankers con 
cerned in the standstill credits, are that the 
negotiations in Berlin will advance rapidly 
inasmuch as three preliminary conferences 
have been held in London and a tentative 
draft of the new agreement has been under 
study by bankers here for about ten days 

“The most important recent development 
is the possibility that, in view of the marked 
improvement in Germany in the last two 
months, foreign creditors may decide to 
forego asking a 10 per cent repayment of the 
principal of the German debts to avoid the 
risk of giving a setback to German recovery. 
This will depend, however, upon whether 
it appears that the interests of the creditors 
would be better served by having greater 
patience now.” 


Politics Scored 
by Andover Man 


Albert W. Booth of Hidden road, a teacher 
of Latin in the Pingry school at Elizabeth, 
N. J., recently discussed present day politics 
in an article appearing in the school paper. 
Mr. Booth is well-known here in town. He is 
a Harvard graduate and this is his fourth 
year at the New Jersey school, Last summer 
he travelled in Europe, 

The interview follows 

“In an interview with Mr. Booth last 
Friday, Pingry’s Latin professor gave his 
views and opinions on the why and wherefore 
of the present economic and political condi 
tions. He stated that this depression was 
inevitable, because every one had been living 
beyond his means, enjoying life luxuriously 
in an inflated world and that to get back to 
the realization of the sensible and simple 
things of life and nature in a clear thinking 
way is the only remedy for the situation. 
One of the troubles, he thought, was the 
running of the government now and pre 
viously. In the elections, people are fooled by 
a false show and by outward appearance of 
policies. As an instance, Mr, Booth recalled 
the last presidential election, wherein the 
Democratic candidate won by standing for 
the beer policy, which was a very weak one 
to win by, he thought. ‘What the country 
needs to be successful is the guidance of a 
diplomatic, clear-thinking, level-headed man 
who will take office for the good of the coun 
try and not himself. We must cut out all this 
prevalent political arguing: fighting, bribery 
and graft,’ he said. He pointed out that the 
political leaders today, instead of cooperat 
ing, knock each other, disagree with each 
other, and accomplish nothing, Such business 
as that pertaining to China, Manchuria, and 
debt cancellation needs the undertaking of a 
quiet and diplomatic person, Mr Booth 
claimed, instead of a loudmouthed, deceptive 
person. ‘I like Mr, Hoover very much, but I 
dislike the Republican regime,’ he said. ‘Mr 
Hoover is seemingly cast out now, but that 
will make him appear greater still and he will 
be more appreciated later.’ Mr. Booth said 
he had personal contact with lots of the poor 
and common people during the vacation and 
saw some very unfortunate circumstances 
He said that this type of person ridicules the 
government because of the way in which it is 
run and has no faith in it. Therefore, a leader 
who would win their admiration would 
greatly improve the state of affairs. This 
depression was a punishment to the people 
for not living altogether decently and on their 
own means, he thought, and is a challenge to 
the country. The country needs badly the 
cool-headed, clear-thinking, and cooperative 
man to take the place of these men who make 
fake shows of themselves by bribery, and 
who think only of beating the other fellow 
by knocking him and ignoring his counsel so 
that the citizen can’t tell whether the politi 
cian is fighting for himself or the people 
Until this necessary man is recognized, things 
will always be in a bad way

Mr. Noss discussed the causes, conditions 
and methods of warfare in China and Japan 
with the suggestion that we should not be 
prrudiced but should uphold the rights of 
0th. 

His concrete descriptions of Germany's 
conditions and the characteristics of the 
salient men of their government gave the 
young people an understanding of how im 
portant it is for us to study and know these 
countries and their affairs.
